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HIGHLIGHTS : (3) to come, but, at present, we should seek 


: The word <library con- 
ception has frequently been talked about, 
recently, in our cultural, scientific and lib- 
rary concerns. It is due to its vagueness in 
the minds of most librarians, that the lib- 
rary services are backward. The editor of 
the Highltghts has recently been invited to 
attend two important official meetings. 
First of them was the meeting of the Na- 
tional Bibliographical Committee’ held in 
the National Library, with the Director Ge- 
neral in chair. The representative of Al- 
Azhar Library raised the question of the 
unclearness of library conceptions in the 
minds of most people, even among some pro- 
fessionals, and urged the Committee to take 
whatever measures that could help in 
clearing what bibliographical library ser- 
vices do mean. The other meeting was of 
the senior agricultural research workers, 
with Mr. Sayyed Maree, Central Minister of 
Agriculture, and Dr. A. al-Mahrouki, Execu- 
tive Minister of Agriculture, Southern Re- 
gion, - U.A.R., in chair. Under Secretaries 
of State for Agriculture attended the mee- 
ting, among whom Dr. Hassan _ al-Tobgy, 
launched a bitter attack against some of 
our special libraries, saying that a consi- 
derable lot of their collections is sa old 
that it goes back to some ten years ago, 
whereas scientific libraries should satisfy 
research workers by considering recency, 
up-to-datenss and completeness of their 
collections especially scientific periodicals. 
Even the physical appearance of those lib- 
raries is discouraging. 


It is true, we say, that most of our lib- 
raries suffer the same problems, but it is 
due, first, to financial and administrative 
regulations that they are handicapped, and 
second, to lack of professional specialized 
librarians in the country. This last problem 
will be solved regularly through some years 


the help of trained specialists in the diffe- 
rent fields who are well aware of the con- 
ceptions of library services; besides giving 
training courses to librarians actually wor- 
king in different libraries.

The Decimal Classification of Islamic 
Sciences. Proposals of amedments to D.C. 
and U.D.C. with detailed tables. (4) 


The proposed adaptations to Dewey deci- 
mal classification and U.D.C. for Islamic 
Sciences, were discused in a general mee- 
ting held by the Egyptian Library Associa- 
tion. 


Three participants reviewed their points 
of view on the subject. The contest was bet- 
ween Sheikh Abul-Wafa Al Maraghi, Direc- 
tor, Al-Azhar Mosque Islamic library, rep- 
resenting the traditional school of thought, 
from one side, and Dr. Kafafi of Cairo Lib- 
rary School and Dr. Sheneiti, Director, A. 
U.C., from the other. The discussion was 
exciting but came to no final decisions. 
«The inherited traditons of the Islamic lib- 
rary», Sheikh Abul-Wafa says, <have their 
weight and impact on the classification 
systems. It is not fair saying that we are 
nationally rigid or religously fanatic, but 
these traditions have long been established 
on sound scientific basis. 


Sheikh Abul-Wafa says «that our tradi- 
tional systems completely satisfy the needs 
of Moslem Scholars, researchers, and stu- 
dents, whereas the Decimal Classification 
system has its inherent drawbacks. First 
of all, its difficulty of being understood 
and applied, and its need of being tech- 
nically studied, a fact which is not easily 
realized by all patrons. Second, its exten- 
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sive ramifications in which, the Islamic 
and Arab courses of authorship are not 
considered. Third, its divisions are based 
upon subjects not upon sciences, unfitted 
to Arab and Islamic books, Fourth, its 
subjection to continuous amendments in 
some of its classes. From its specific draw- 
backs to Islam, the following points are 
noticed 


(1) It puts, under Islam, some topics which 
are entirely against the concept of Is- 
lam. Such as Atheism, Atheists, hymns. 


(2 


It mixes up the topics of different na- 
ture such as mixing biographies of scho- 
lars with their sects, while wc know 
that biographies should be placed un 
der history. 


Sheikh Abul-Wafa further adds_ that 
«the conceptions of islamic sciences» 
should be a _ subject taught in library 
schools, due to the fact that sucn speciali- 
zation is a fundamental necessity for our 
Islamic libraries. 


Dr. Kafafi answered these questions by 
saying (1) Classification systems should 
admit right and wrong, so far as this is re- 
corded in books, and so far as_ books are 
placed on shelves. We, as librarians, should 
acknowledge any book that comes to us. In 
past times, scholars differed in their 
thought but their books came to us, and 
these books should be placed in their proper 
places on the shelves. Hence, we must put 
all books dealing with religious thought, 
under religion, whether right or wrong. Dr. 
Bakri commented : Where should we put 
controversia! issues between Christianity 
and Islem ? Al-Sheikh answered : We, in 
al-Azhar library placed them under other 
religions). Dr. Kafafi answered the second 
question about why dividing Islamic creeds 
into Theism, prophecies and hearings, by 
saying : «there should be a specifie place 
for -“y line of thought. It is impossible for 
any research worker to deal with all creeds 
in one treatise. Sheikh Abul-Wafa answered 
thet all islamic books ever known to us up 
to the moment deal with the three subjects 
in one entity. But Dr. Sheiniti commented 
by saying, this was truly the case in old 
writings, but, at present, we should face 
any possibily for the future. Dr. Kafafi 
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again resumed answering the third ques- 
tion of why putiing the biographies of 
scholars of a certain sect with the books 
dealing with the sect itself. He said : the 
circumstances of the research procedures. 
at present, hav. made it essential to take 
this step, and it is actually a new trend in 
the present time. But Sheikh Avuvl-Wafa 
denied this trend. 


So far, the argument has come to no con. 
clusion or even to a compromise. One of 
the attendants proposed the necessity of 
unifying all efforts, by forming 2 speciali- 
zed group for setting up uniform code to be 
used by this generation and future genera- 
tions. 


«Library World» strongly advocstes the 
idea of forming specialized committees 
where all qualified concerned authorities of 
different views should be represented, pro- 
vided these committees should work intel- 
ligently and covwrageously until they arrive 
at definite results which could be unani- 
mously adopted by all Arab and Islamic 
concerns, rather than imposing certain 
points of view which might by accepted by 
some and rejected by others. This proposal 
does not mean stopping any existing ef- 
forts, but it means that a work of such a 


‘serious nature should be entrusted in the 


hands of collaborative formal zroups rep- 
resenting all Arab and Islamic thought.

STOICISM : Is it Religion 
or Philosolphy ? (14) 


This question was raised by Dr. Hamdi 
Al-Bakri, in a discussion group. Sheikh 
Abul-Wafa, of Al-Azhar Library, agreed 
with Dr. Kafafi that stoicism should he 
classified under Islam; while Dr. Rakri and 
Dr. Sheniti were of the view that it should 
be classified under Philosaphy, but stoics 
should be placed under Islam. 


«Library World», submitted this differen- 
ce of thought to Dr. M. Yusuf Mousse, Pro- 
fessor of Islamic Jurisprudence in the 
Faculty of Law, University of Cairo, for 
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opinion. Dr. Moussa is of the opinon that 
Stoicism must be placed under philosophy. 
He says : <«Stoicism existed before Is- 
lam». «Library World» later received a 
detailed message from Sheikh Abul-Wafa, 
saying that «After studying the subject ca- 
refully he is convinced of his opponents’ 
point of view. It is now up to Dr Kafafi to 
defend his view. 


The Egyptian National Billiographical Com- 
mittee. Detailed report about its first mee- 
ting. «Library World» is included to _ its 
membership. A recommendation for exten- 
ding its scope of activity to the Northern 
Region, U.A.R. (17) 


This National Bibliographical Committee 
which was formed in July 1955, resumed 
its activities by holding its first meeting, 
under a new form, in the National Library, 
Egypt. Mr. Abdel Moneim Omar, being Di- 
rector General of the Library and Chair- 
man of the Committee, explained to the 
members representing different libraries 
and scientific organization in the country, 
the objectives of the Committee, and asked 
them to report about the bibliographical 
services rendered, up to the moment, hy 
their institutions. Every individual member 
gave an inventory talk about the work of 
his institution. Some resolutions were taken 
in the meeting, viz. : 


(1) The National Library at Cairo should 
give priority in issuing the 5year cu- 


mulative bibliography of Arabic 
books published from 1956 through 
1960. 


The Alexandria Municipality Library 
should continue publishing catalogs of 
the new additions after 1955. 


Al-Azhar Library is adviced to follow 
up recording the dissertations of the 
professors and Moslem Scholars, 
either Mss or in print. 


University of Cairo Library is recom- 
mended to publish its catalogs of old 
acquisitions for stimulating the scho- 
lary researches. 


University of Alexandria Library 
should be encouraged to print its 


catalog of the microfilm collections 
concerning the manuscripts of Saint- 
catherine Abbey at Sinai. 


University of Ein-Shams Library is 
recommended to issue its catalog of fa- 
culty dissertations. 


National Research Council, having the 
idea of issuing an index of Master and 
Doctorate Degreas, is advised to con- 
fact with the Ministry of Culture and 
National Guidance to coordinate the 
work and avoid duplication. 


The General Association of Historical 
Studies is urged to publish its subject 
catalog of holdings. 


The Association of Political Economy 
and Legislation No recommendation 


Union of Arab Publishers should ad- 
vice all publishers to prepare their ca- 
talogs and trade lists on 2 uniform 
scientific method 


Library World is advised to give more 
space and attention to the news of 
bibliographical activities and to the 
committees working in this field. 


Some further general 
were taken, viz. :
